Great Terror. 


VILLAGERS IN FLIGHT 


Volcano Poas Is Said to Be In State of 
Active Eruption, Belching Forth 
Ashes and Lava, Which Are Devas- 
tating the Country Adjacent. 


Port Limon, Costa Rica.—Villagers at 
the foot of the voleano Poas, now said 
to be in the most active eruption in 
its history, are fleeing for their lives, 
Streams of lava are flowing through 
fertile valleys, destroying towns and 
plantations. Rocks weighing 200 
pounds have been hurled a distance 
of two miles from the crater, Villages 
within the zone reaching almost to the 
capital, San Jose, have been deserted 
by alarmed residents, In the towns 
of Lalechera, five kilometers from the 
foot of the volcano, rocks weightng 
100 pounds crashed through resi- 
dences. There has been loss of life 
on plantations nearest the volcano, 
The volcano gave plenty of warning 
and before the eruption began the vil- 
lagers were in flight, In Cebaditia 
pome streets are filled with ashes to 
the house-tops. Scientists have set 
out from San Jose to visit the vol- 
cano, 

A constant stream of refugees is ar- 
riving at San Jose, the nearest large 
town, 20 miles to the southeast of the 
voleano, Juaniflo, lying to the south- 
worst of the mountain; Sarcerofi to the 


northwest, and LaLaguana, to the 
wa} northwest, are threatened with de- 
struction, according to advices  re- 


ceived here.
